MACARTIE GOES TO JAIL. 


Newmarket Man Found Guilty of Con- 


tempt By Judge Pike. 


Exeter. May 26.—The adjourned ses- 


sion of the April superior court opened 
here this (morning with Judge Robert 
G. Pike presiding. 
There was 
the

attendance of 
lawyers 


common to the opening day. 


A hearing of much interest today 


was State vs. Gideon Macartie of New- 
market, against whom 
contempt of 


court proceedings have been filed by 
County Solicitor Kelley. Mr. Kelley 
appeared for the prosecution and E. L. 
Guptill of Portsmouth for Macaitie. 


Testimony introduced by the state 


was to the effect that its officers on 
April 23 served an injunction 
upon 


Macartie, then the proprietor of the 
Montreal house in 
Newmarket, 
re- 


straining him from selling liquor. On 
the night of April 30 a posse raided 
the hotel, securing a two-horse load of 
liquors. County Solicitor Kelley pro- 
duced a bill 
showing that 
Macartie 


had purchased a twenty-gallon keg of 
whiskey on April 23, and also entered 
the keg as evidence that it was half 
empty on the night of the raid. This 


' was the most 
crucial 
point 
raised 


against Macartie. 


The respondent had numerous wit- 


nesses to testify that he had not vio- 
lated the injunction but several were 
of little assistance to the de-tense as 
they stated they were unable to pur- 
chase liquor after the raid not after 
the injunction. 


Judge Pike found Macartie 
guilty, 


sentencing him to serve two months 
in jail and pay a fine of $200. Ho was 
at once committed to Exeter jail.

The black- 
hulled French battleship passed in the 
Narrows at 11.3." at lull sliced, closely 
followed by the United States squa- 
dron, consisting ol the cruiser Olym- 
pia, tlanship. arid the battleships Ala- 
bama and Kearsarge. The French bat- 
tleship did not (he any salute on pas- 
sing the Narrows nor did the torts 
at Wadsworth and Hamilton salute 
tho incoming fleet. 


TheGaulois and the fort on Govern-

Beaat» Tbat Help to Keep tbe Eartb 
Free From Pentllenee and Plague. 


,V?e human beings are odd in o»r At- 


titude toward the animal world, in our 
likes and dislikes of the creatures of 
onr own class and other classes of ani- 
mals. We seem to base our feelings on 
no logical ground of reciprocity,, of-good 
will, of gratitude or the reverse, but 
rather on some almost inexplicable 
whim. Certain creatures are without 
reason given a bad name, and no proof 
of service rendered will ever reinstate 
them. Others are popular favorites and 
may steal grain and make life hideous 
with their discordant cries. The entire 
snake tribe, for example, is anathema^ 
wijjh all light minded folk, though if 
theSr were asked the reason of their 
prejudice they would, with a pitiful 
and superior shrug, be driven back in 
all probability on the ridiculous trans- 
lation of Holy "Writ, which, however 
deep in its charm, cannot be relied upon 
in matters zoological. 


It is a fact that, though few would 


credit it, a gentleman charged not long 
again an evening paper with needless 
persecution of our common, harmless 
snake quoted in his defense soine an- 
cient injunction about bruising the 
creature's head in retaliation for an 
apocryphal bruising of his own heel As 
a matter of truth and not Scripture, ser- 
pents do not bruise our heel, but are 
only too glad to glide away from it. I 
understand that in the breeding season 
there'are certain Indian snakes that re- 
sent uninvited witnesses of their nup- 
tial ceremonies and go the length of 
chasing them off tbe premises. This 
may or may not be the case, but I have 
tramped after kangaroo through miles 
of tall grass simply .infested (as proved 
by periodic fires) with snakes, venomous 
and otherwise, without coming in con- 
tact with one, although gaiters to the 
knee were de rigueur on such occasious 
iu case of accident. 


The .vituperation, however, reserved 


for tho reptile is not more forcible than 
that meted out to tbo whole unpaid 
company of nature's scavengers, aud it 
is to this very remarkable ingratitude 
that it seems time to draw attention. It 
cannot, it is true, be claimed for these 
useful servants that they possess beauty 
or charm of manner, but there aro folk; 
who aro ornamental, others merely use- 
ful, and the earth would not bo pleasant 
without either. It would iiob, for in- 
stance, be correct to assert that tho gen 
tlemeu who, under tho auspices of tho 
sanitary board, impel gentle streams of 
water down tho classic and verdant 
slopes that lead from Coveut Garden to 
the Strand aro among tho most pictur- 
esquo individuals in that neighborhood, 
but it would bo equally f-utile to deny 
their place in tho scheme of the crea- 
tion. 


Death is ever busy to render this 


earth an unclean abode. This, apparen 
even iu these latitudes, has a vory much 
more serious aspect in tropical lands 
where tho burning caress of a pitileti1 
sun brings decay close ou the steps of 
death, aud the corpse but an hour old 
is already at work poisoning the sur- 
rounding air and spreading tho gorms 
of dihease. To frustrate this baleful 
work nature has enlisted an efficient 
army of scavengers, drawn from all 
classes, and commissioned to keep pure 
tho earth and cleanse it of all that is 
foul. It might bo expected that a rational 
generation would not be slow to recog- 
nizo tho valuo of such officials and 
would give them at least protection and 
consideration. 


Yet it is actually a fact that;, so i'ar 


from according these invaluable crea- 
tures tho s.imo kindly forbearance that 
is given unstintingly to thousands of 
small fowl, rnoro picturesquo perhaps, 
but certainly more harmful, we ha\o 
not, most of us, a good word to say for 
any ono serving in the scavenging brig- 
ade, aud tho encomiast who should 
plead their cau&e, individually or as a 
class, would run the risk of being voted 
eccentric. The very names of tho crea- 
tures call up all the worse epithets ap- 
plicable to the brute world. 
Vultures 


are repulsive; hyenas, for all the world 
as if they subscribed to the national 
church, are called sacrilegious because 
they rifle graves; for sharks no term is 
strong enough, and the honest sailor 
who occasionally contrives to haul one 
of these ocean scavengers aboard metes 
out to it treatment that would be worth- 
ier of the Grand Turk of tradition. 


Nature, not being a European power, 


keeps her forces in readiness where they 
are needed, in consequence of which tho 
scavengers muster in strength in hot 
countries. Vultures wander but rarely 
to these parts, and such sharks as occur 
are with few exceptions but minnows of 
their race. Yet we have even in these 
islands humbler purifiers at work, tad- 
poles and burying beetles and others 
suitable to the comparatively easy work 
that falls to them. 


One of these days, when natural his- 


tory is taught in a rational manner in 
our schools, when the rising generation 
learns to appreciate the living world 
around Instead of banging pianos and 
splashing pigments, we shall have a re- 
cantation of the modern zoological faith 
and a; better appreciation of the beasts 
and birds. We shall find nothing to 
shudder at in the meal of the vulture, 
but we may, on the contrary, even learn 
to protect that remarkable bird and its 1 
fellow scavengers as among tho worthi- j 
esfc of earth's children. To the last the \ 
vulluro is active in its allotted mission, 
and when at length it falls no living 
jbeast or bird or insect will touch its 
[body, and it must crumble qniotly to 
dust, a lasting~-aoniewbat too lasting,' 
as those know who have camped near 
an undiscovered doad vnltnre for some 
days—monument to the naefal&eM of 
iho groat scavenging army of which ifc 
bnoe WM so active. « member.—F. G.

In. a Mine With a Dlaat Frrso 


A man with an empty sieeve told a 


curious story in one of the lioti'I lob- 
bies.

think of was to pick out the tamping 
and pet at the fuse before It reached 
the d.Miamito. For all 1 knew the ex 
plosion might take place at any Instant, 
but I grabbed a drill and began to claw 
at the tight packed rock. In a few 
seconds I realized that It was a hope 
less task, &o I dropped the drill and 
as a last resort ran back to the sh.ift 
and crouched against the far \.all. 


"If 1 live to be a thousand," eontin- 


v,<Hl the htory teller, "I will never for- 
get my agony while I •waited for thr 
blast to go off, knowing full well that 
my chances for escape were almost too 
small for computation. It seemed as if 
the explosion would never occur, and 
all the while a horrible panorama of 
death and mutilation was rushing 
through my brain. 
'Xow!' 'Now! 


'Now !' I kept saying out loud, think- 
ing each time I uttered the word that 
the roar would follow, but it didn't. 
could have sworn that 13 minutes 
elapsed and I was beginning to feel a 
wild hope that the fuse had gone out 
when an awful thunderclap come am: 
everything disappeared. 


"My partners had secured a new rope 


and we're pulling me out when I recov- 
ered consciousness. 
My left arm hai 


been crushed and I was peppered al 
over by Hying rock, but I Miftored mo&i 
fiom the poibonous gases of the nitro 
glycerin in the dynamite. Kext day 
they took off my arm at the elbow and 
it was six months before I got out of 
bed. Strange to say my hearing wasn't 
affected and, as you see, I have no 
scars on my face. So I may consider 
myself vory lucky on more counts 
than one. 


"By the way, there was one very 


strange incident connected with the af- 
fair, As I said before, it seemed to me 
that I lay there nn interminable time, 
waiting for the blast to go off. After- 
ward, when I -was convalescent, I men- 
tioned the matter to one of my part- 
ners and he looked surprised. lie told 
me that he was at the shaft mouth 
when I crouched down and that the 
explosion occurred Immediately after- 
ward. He was intending to drop his 
coat over me, but didn't have time to 
take it off."— New Orleans Times-Dem- 
oerat.

Add to 
thia enough boiled soap to make a 
?ood lather. Add two handfuls of bran 
to prevent the colors running. Wash 
quickly with little rubbing, first in 
one and tben In the other tub, and then 
rinse out In either salt and water or 
vinegar and water. Shake well to get 
rid of the bran and dry at once. Starch 
In a thin boiled starch, roll tightly in a 
clean cloth, mangle and then iron with 
a moderately hot iron.—New York 
Press.

rois have mercury, or quicksilver, 
bucks. As a matter of fact, uot over 1 
pur cent of the mirrors now solel bc- 
loug to that class. The general public 
k^upy that they can purchase miiws 
much cheaper now thau tluy could ten 
jears ago, but they do not know that 
these are not the old time reliable rner- 
cjffiy. ^)ac'£ mirrors. 


The mirror now manufactured is 


known to the trade as the "patent 
back mirror," not that there is any pat- 
ent on the process used, but simply 
to distinguish it from the mercury 
back mirror. A number of years a£o 
the mirror manufacturers be-gan to 
substitute the patent back for the mer- 
cury type of mirrors, without notify- 
ing the consumer or furniture jobbers 
of the change; so quietly was iho evo- 
lution accomplished that it took some 
time for the furniture dealers to realize 
the change, and today many a careful 
housekeeper wears herself out phys- 
ically trying to polish the speckled or 
faded surface of a "patent back mir- 
ror," when the cause of the trouble is 
imperfections on the back and not on 
the face, or surface of the glass. 


The reflecting surface oi' a "patent 


back mirror" is composed of a chemical 
solution of nitrate of silver, precipi- 
tated on the surface of the glass, which 
is subject to change from exposure to 
light, changes of temperature or moist- 
ure. while the reflecting surface of a 
mercury mirror is composed of 1wo 
metals, mercury ami tin, which form 
an amalgam impervious to and not af- 
fected by changes of temperature or 
moisture and retains its Initial reflec- 
tive brilliance unimpaired forages. 


The process of manufacturing a mer- 


cury back mirror is first lo clejan anel 
thoroughly dry the plate of glass, then 
spread a sheet of tin foil a little larger 
thau the glass on a silvering table, the 
top of which may be stone or heavy 
>late glass. 
In ell her case it must 


jave a perfectly level and smooth sur- 
ace. 
Brush the foil out perfectly 


smooth and pour on liquid mercury to 
the depth of n quarter of an inch. This 
mercury is retainer! on the foil by 
small birips of glass on three side's. 
Then llont Iho plate of gluss into the 
mercury from the- open side. In eloing 
so tho glass cnnuot be floiiteel on Hie 
mercury, but must bo pushed into it so 
that from beginning to end its lejwcr 
edge will cut lnte> tho mercury. 


This operation must be done with the 


Greatest care- anel precision. After the 
plate of glass lias been successfully 
Hoiiteel, heavy iron weights are placed 
thereon to give the required dogreo of 
pressure te> force out the-- surplus mer- 
cury which elocs not unite with the 
tin foil. The table Is slightly tilted by 
means of a vertical screw under one 
of iis edges and tlie surplus mercury 
drained off into a suitable vessel. The 
iiilijror is kept in thi.s position for 24 
hours to enable the- jun:ilgiun to solidi- 
fy sufficiently so that it can be turned 
over without danger of free mercury 
running over the surface- of the amal- 


which would spoil the mirror. At 


the e^nel of tins tune the mirror is re- 
moved from the table. When removed 
from tho table, the mirror is placed on 
a rack to dry and allowed to remain 
from 20 to 30 days until sutlicieatly 
dry. 


The progress of manufacturing a 


"patent back mirror" is as follows: 
First wash the glass clean, then place 
it on a table heated to a temperature 
of 120 degrees. A solution is propareel 
composed of the following proportions 
of chemicals: Four ounces of nitrate of 
silver, 11) ounces of distilled water, li 
ounces of tartaric acid and .'5 ounces of 
stronger 
water of 
ammonia. This 


forms a clear, transparent fluid, which 
is poured ou the surface of the glass 
and left there for about ono hour. The 
glass is then tilted and the surplus 
solution is drained off. The silvered 
surface is washed with distilled water 
and placed on a rack in a drying room, 
the temperature of which is about !)0 
degrees, and left there for half an 
hour, after which it rec'-ives a coating 
of shellac varnish, to which Is added 
a little later a heavy coat of paint 
This is allowed to dry. T'ie mirror is 
then ready for use. 


Such in brief is the method and 


process of producing the "patent back 
mirror." The great advantage to tho 
mirror manufacturer in the production 
of the "patent back," as compareel 
with the mercury 
back mirror, is 


quite apparent. It is readily seen that 
the "patent back mirror" can be pro- 
duced in one-tenth of the time, for one- 
fourth of the labor and about the same 
irxpense for raw material as compared 
^vith tho mercury mirror. It can also 
be handled with less clangor of damage 
in packing and shipping, which la 
greatly in its favor from the mirror 
trade point of view.— St. Louto Globe- 
Democrat.

MUSIC IN WAR. 


It lupin* the Hen to Be Brave and t* 


Kndnre. 


To the present day, in all tho armies 


of the world,, xnusioai war signals are 
considered not only musical, but abso- 
lutely indispensable. Tho infantry drill 
regulations of the United States army 
give the music and significants of niore 
than 60 trumpet signals—calls of warn- 
ing or of assembly, of alarm, of serv- 
ice, with such names as "guard mount- 
ing," "drill," "stable." "to arms," 
"fire," "retreat," 
"church," 
"fu- 


tigue," 
"attention," 
"forward," 


"quick 
time," 
"double 
time," 


"charge," ''lie down," "rise," etc., 
besides a dozen or moro drum and fife 
signals, all of which must bo known to 
tho soldiers, to whom they are a definite 
language, in the sense 'of VTagnemu 
Leit-motivo. Every onf» is familiar with 
such expressions as "drumming up re- 
cruits," "drumming out deserters" and 
so on. 


Besides its importance for signaling 


purposes, there aro 110 fewer than five 
Others for music in the army. 
A few 


words about each of these must suffice. 
Zolier, tho African traveler, sayo that 
"among all savage and half civilized 
races song aud dauco aro considered as 
indispensable aids to military training 
as drilling 
and drumming in our 


armies." 


Tho marvelous precision with which 


Iheso primitive races execute their war 
songs and dances has been commented 
upon by many admiring explorers, and, 
as tho value of perfect drill and co- 
operation is well understood, music, 
which supplies tho regularity of rhythm, 
is been to bo of paramount importance. 
\Vhcu our armies parade, they always 
do so to tho measured beat of military 
band or drum and fife. 


Another very curiems uso of music in 


war is suggested by tho word "panic. 
The historian Rowbotbam fays 
that 


"all panic is derivable from tho trum- 
pethko sound, if wo may trust tho der- 
ivation of tho word, which refers tho 
Jirtjt panic te) tho timo when tho great 
god Pan put to flight an army by a srrt- 
<len bhout." Many savages use) wild 
?ongs aud shouts eir drums unel horns 
to inspire terror auel to create a panic 
in the) enemy's ranks. 
So horriJUej IH 


thei sound of this music, both in itself 
unel by its bloody associations, that it 
is .saiel the Spanish ppttlcrs in sennet 
parts of South America to tins day can- 
not hear tho awful trumpets of tho In- 
dians without being frighten eel. 


It is interesting to noto that Homer 


representcel tho Trojans as going to bat- 
tle) with howling warcriew, \\bile- tho 
Gree'ks aro Mlent, anel that ThucyduleH 
makes Brasielas hay, "They are) cmvaidH 
who think they can frighten us by their 
loud shoutings," thus indie-ating tli.it 
tho moro civilized Greeks did not resort 
to this method of creating n panie-. l! 
is believed that ono cause etf the defe>al 
of the Chim'oO in their last war wae 
that they at first relioel too much on tlir 
efl'ect of thoir war songs to fnghti :i 
away tho Japanese. 


A military writer says that the drum 


iu tho army is us-eel "especially for in- 
spiring the soldiers under the) fntignt 
of inarch or battle." This iuiietion oi 
military mufdc 
ramiimn one of tin 


primitive custom of singing in order to 
facilitate work. It is reoejgnized bv tin 
greatest authorities. Field .Marshal ijc.ril 
Wolseloy, for instance, wrote not lem;; 
ago in the preface of tho "SokheT ,.- 
S<.ng Took" that: 


"Troops that sing as they march will 


neit only le-aoh their destuialie.ii more1 


ynicklyuud m better fight in;* condition 
thau thoso who march in silence, but 
inspired by tho music and words oi na 
tioual songs will iee>l that o'Jf confi- 
dene;o which is the mother of victory " 


Tho German army 
mclr.de-ri mnr« 


than 10,000 military mui-ie:iaiH, able- 
bodied men, who might as well be .nil- 
diers.
